At the 
Kansas City convention of the conser­ 
vation congress J. B. White of Kansas 
City was chosen president. 
He is a 
wealthy lumberman, but he is said to 
be an ardent conservationist and also 
a friend of President Taft, Mr. White 
intends to d< vote some of his money 
to the work of increasing th e activity 
and usefulness of ttie Nation >1 Con­ 
servation congress.
